These  objects  were  apparently  shaped  like  an  elongated  diamond,  with 
amber  colored  lights  fore  and  aft , and  red  on  the  right  and  blue  on 
the  left*  At  a long  distance  MpPBP  and  ^ having  climbed  to  the  roof 
of  our  house)  I could  see  that  <they  had  en  exceedingly  bright  red  light 
on  top,  which  seemed  to  literally  explode  with  brilliancy  every  two  or 
three  seconds,  after  three  minor  red  pulsations.  In  other  words  there 
is  no  red  light  just  on,  but  pulsating  constantly,  with  every  fourth 
pulsation  a literal  explosion  of  light. 


Povir  of  the  objects  came  from  the  North-about  20  degrees-  and  just 
barely  East  of  our  house  theay  circled  and  headed  to  about3ijJ0  degrees 
heading*  One  of  the  objects  seemed  to  be  lighted  only  with  amber  lights 
and  we  did  not  see  It  approach,  but  spotted  it  when  It  was  heading  North 
directly  West  of  our  house,  and  no  other  color  of  lights  were  visible. 
This  object  was  joined  by  another  which  came  up  rapidly  from  the  South 
and  they  seemed  to  marge  Into  one  object. 

Altitude  seemed  to  be  very  different  for  all  of  these  objects, 
and  #3  cmae  over  at  about  the  sime  time,  even  seemed  to  be  in  a 
formation,  but  their  individual  altitudes  seemed  bery  different.  #3 
I could  see  very  well  with  ray  eyes  alone  and  with  the  field  glasses 
a peculiar  shape  was  visible,  although  not  clearly  enough  to  say  just 
what  it  was.  Since  the  object  was  banking,  unfortunately  the  moonlight 
struck  mostly  on  top  and  sides,  but  enough  light  reflected  into  the 
bottom  to  let  me  see  a definite  shape.

Observations:  The  most  interesting  item  is  that  the  lights  on 

the  bottom  do  not  seem  to  glow,  nor  cast  an  auro  or  corona.  Thq^seem 
somehow  like  polarized  light.  On  on  ordinary  aircraft  the  lights  cast 
* out  enough  il^t  so  that  the  fuselage  is  clearly  visible  with  ordinary 
field  glasses.  Although  I cannot  at  this  time  pin-point  my  thoughts 
there  is  something  perhaps  unreal  or  odd  about  these  lights,  specially 
when  seen  up  close  with  the  field  glasses.  Finally,  these  objects  maica 
very  tight  turns,  almost  90  degrees.
